Wont of Trouble Seen , to bo Over 
—About $70,000,000 Gold Bronght 
to Thi» Country. 

The worat of the financial trouble 
which has been causing something 
very like hard times all over the 
country, seems to be over. Beeretaiy 
Cortelyou. of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, bald in New York that the 
weak points had been strengthened, 
and that the ouly danger was from 
the fart ttjnl many people hava a 
tendency to take their money out t,f 
the bank where it can be us«d, ami 
hide it away This makes money hard 
to get, and adds greatly tj the trouble. 

His speech also showed that the ef- 
forts of some of the men who have 
been breaking the laws and have 
aatpafj the panic In hopes or scaring 
the president into stopping the suits 
agaliidt them, has fuNed. Mr. Cortel- 
you said that a man who was found 
lo have been bunking the la\ would 
be prosecuted. He also advised fsgatlaft 
trying to do anything too quickly by 
new laws, saying that |utnic legisla- 
tion was as bad as the panic Itself. 

Times got worse before they git 
better. A good many men have been 
laid off work In some places, and in 
California the govt rnor has called a 
siMtclal session Of the legislature to 
consider things to be done about the 
money trouble. About $70.<>00,000 In 
gold has been brought in from F.u- 
rope to supply the demand for money

ey In use. the government has decided 
to 1-jrrow I&O.OOO.OOO. giving bonds for 
It These bonds can be deposited 
with the government as surety, and 
then it will give the banks depositing 
tliem bank notes, which can be Issued. 
Hunks everywhere seem to have been 
trying to get all the notes they can. 
and this will help u great deal.

York, the mismanagement of which 
started the panic. It Is said that he 
brooded over his disgrace and the 
trouble he had caused.

POINTS FOR POWERS 



Harrison Venire Challenged- Ground 
For Appeal to U. S. Supreme 
Court.— Good Fight Made. 

The present trial of Caleb Powers 
for the murder of Goebel seems likely 
to 1e more sensational than any <f 
the other three. Ills lawyer.* are ftght- 
Ing every step of the way with the 
greatest ability, and. If they do not 
win, have already made It certain; 
that they will be able to appeal the 
caae to the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States, which made such severe 
comments on the Kentucky methods 
of Justice when a single point in the 
e ceeeu.-e ranie before it ov. r a ;. ear 
ago. 

The first advantage gained was In 
forcing the Commonwealth to show 
Its baud and answer ready for trial. In 
spite of absence of witnesses. Anoth- 
er notable victory was scored when 
tbe defense succeeded over the vigor- 
ous objection of the State's attorney' 
in being allowed to make an avowal, 
with written atatements of witnesses, 
in support of the plea of abatement 
and bar to the Indictment containing 
a copy of Gov. Taylor's pardon to 
Powers. This Is the first time lliat 
this pardon has been made a part of 
the record and the avowal accompan- 
ied by this exhibit will be a strong 
bulwark for the defense, if the caae la 
appealed to a higher court. The bill 
of exceptions riled by the derense was 
another strong spike driven home by 
the defense. 

The great fight so far has been over 
the selection of a Jury, and It is In 
this that Powers' lawyers have made 
their strongest points. They lost 
their fight to have a Jury summoned 
from Fayette* County, and it waa or- 
dered drawu from Harrison County, 
a stronghold of Goebel Democrats. 
Powers objected to this, on tho 
ground that a:i attempt would be made 
to inject polities Into tbe Jury, and 
Mr. Wilson, his lawyer, made a strong 
plea that tbe sheriff be Instructed to 
summon a venire hair of which should 
be Republicans. This plea the judge 
denied, out at tbe same time he was 
so strongly affected by It that he 
warned the therlfr that ir it should be 
shown that the |ianel waa not fairly 
selected he would set aside the « rder, 
and direct that a new venire be sum- 
mooed. 

The sherirr and his deputies brought 
In the rirst hundred men or the panel, 
and after a considerable time spent 
iu examination five Jurora were chos- 
en by Saturday. 

Then on Monday Powera' lawyera 
sprang their great motion. This Is 
that the entire Harrison County ve- 
nire, including the Jurors already se- 
lected be dismissed, on the ground 
that they were not fairly chosen, and 
that there was political blaa shown. 
If Powers succeed- In proving the 
charges in his aHidavIt and having a 
Jury called from Fayette County he 
will have won a hard rought victory. 

The notice that such a motion was 
to be made waa given Saturday by At- 
torney Samuel M. W ilson, or counsel 
for Powers, but few expected the de- 
fense attomeys were armed with the 
startling evidence which waa ctfered. 

The challenge was accompanied not 
only by an affidavit from Powers, but 
several other |>ersona who related cir- 
cumstances showing that the orflcers 
that summoned the Jurora were more 
or leas controlled by political blaa. 

Powera. arter recitiug how he and 
the Republican party had been held 
n sponsible lor the Coeliel murder ami 
how tbe Democratic handbook con- 
taining thirteen pases or matter relat- 
ing to the crime and to his trials had 
been freely circulated In the county.

MONEY TALKS 

What Is the Capital of a Bank? 

Hew oo.s the Capital protect Your 



The money a bank holds cornea 
from two source*. First, there la lta 
own money, Its Capital, which belonga 
to the bank. Then there Is the mon- 
ey which has been deposited with tbe 
Hank for aafe-keeplng. which belonga 
to the Deposltora, and la Bubject to 
at all times. 

la the capital of a Bank* 
Simply this. The Bank lteslf must 
have Capital, or money of its own, be- 
fore the law will allow It to do busi- 
ness. Thia money, the Capital of the 
Bank. Is furnished by a large number 
of people who are called stock-holders 
These people are the bank, and the 
money they put In Is the Bank's Cap- 
ital. 

This money which the stockholders 
put In cannot be drawn out, but must 
be held by the Bank as a guarantee 

to the depositors that their money, 
whleh they have left in the Bank for 
safe-keeping, will be paid to them 
when they call for It. 

Thua the Capital, which cannot be 
drawn out. and the surplUB (which 
will be explained In next week'a mon- 
ey talk) form a fund standing be- 
tween the depositors and any possible 
ahrlnUage In the value of the secur- 
ities held by tho bank. 

For example, the Capital of the Be- 
rea Bank and Trust Company la fifty 
I thousand dollars, and the surplus la 
ten thousand dollars more, cr sixty 
thousand dollars In all, and any possi- 
ble loss whl.-h the Bank may suffer 
must come out of this fund, and not 
out of the money belonging to the 
deposltora. In other wordB, the stock- 
holders, who are the Bank, would 
have to lose all of sixty thousand dol- 
lars l>efore any depositor could lose 
a penny

Kvcrywhtre the fusing and Mending of the human 
race is retarded by social prejudices and convention.* 
which prevent the free and natural intermingling of 
all human elements in proportion to degree of inter- 
course and amount of opport unity. 

Only recently Pope l'ius has interpreted more 
stringently the chnrchly laws governing the marriage 
of Catholic and non-Catholic. With Jews even more 
than with Catholic* the instinct of self-preservation 
of a group plainly in the minority, added to a dis- 
tinctive zeal for their faith, operates strongly against mixed marriages, 
go that, almost unanimously, literal and orthodox Jews, officially, at least, 
are opposed to the existing tendency. 

The mere refusal of most rabbis to officiate at inch marriages will 
never prevent one of them. Whatever the future of such unions and 
however much the rabbi may be opposed to them, whenever the mar- 
riage is unalterably decided upon, it would seem plainly wiser to give the 
parties the sympathy and sanctity of religion than to withhold these and 
thus to estrange still farther from the faith those daring souls, who defy 
custom, convention, prejudice and possible ostracism, in order to prove 
the supremacy of lore. 

Are mixed marriages a failure? Yes. most likely. Hut probably 
only a little more frequently than other marriages. Who that knows the 
situation will dare to say that, from any ideal viewpoint, marriage is 
conspicuous as the most social institution? How many husl*nds and 
wives are boon companions, comrades, united in that eternal friendship 
which marriage at its best should be? 

But that's another story. Mixed marriage is dangerous between 
members of any group that have not learned to resjxvt and love one 
another. As all of one's environment enters into one's marital relation- 
ship, it is plain that for Jew and non-Jew, Catholic and Protestant and 
go on all along the line of surviving social antagonisms, mixture of these 
groups in marriage would be better delayed until their mutual attitude 
has changed into permanent friendliness and their intercourse has be- 
come as natural with one another as it is among themselves. 

That is the vanishing point of the problem of mixed marriage. But. 
until then, all those who make this dangerous experiment simply import 
into their particular cast? another of the many factors which normally 
make successful marriage so difficult and rare an achie\ei<ient. 

For the Jew, the problem of mixed marriages is complicated still fur- 
ther by its plain application to his very existence as a separate social fact 
and the continuance of his religious career. For him the increase of 
mixed marriage can mean only a slow suicide, a reahsorption into tin- 
ocean of humanity, the attainment of his Nirvana, for which he had 
hoped onlv on the day of the completion of his mission, when a united 
human brotherhood would acknowledge the universal fatherhood of a 
just and loving God.

May Be Easily Fashioned Into Innu- 
merable Pretty and Useful 
Article That Will Be 
Appreciated. 

In all the wide range of Christmas 
present making there Is nothing that 
offers so many opportunities as the 
pretty piece of ribbon found on the 
remnant counters of the stores. They 
are comparatively Inexpensive, and 
the Ingenious woman easily fashions 
from them many a dainty and at* 
tractive article of personal adorn- 
ment or home decoration that will be 
all the more appreciated for the rea- 
son that It represents her work more 
than It does her pocketbook. We give 
here suggestions for a number of 
pretty articles that may be made 
from ribbon of different colors and 
widths 

It Is fsr easier to contrive smart 
little knlek knacks from the wide rib- 
bons than It la to turn to account 
those of narrower make. This Is In 
great measure due to the readiness, 
with which they may be converted Into 
charming little bags for holding hand- 
kerchief and purse, or for work, and 
other odds and ends. One of the most 
uncommon models that require* only 
a yard of ribbon five and a half to six 
Inches wide la the double bag shown 
In the Illustration. 

The bag from wblcb our picture waa 
taken waa made of an exceedingly 
handsome rihhon of striped design. 
Heliotrope, white and black velvet 
bands were effectively combined A 
thinner kind of ribbon, sneb as a 
chine taffetas, could well be chosen, 
and might well be sought out because 
It Is generally to be had !n specially 
beautiful shadowy designs, with plain 
colored stripes running down the 
Oor bag Is so solid, the rtb- 



wstst At one side the ribbons may be 

nenrer the waist than on the other. 
They must be tied In hows with long 
loops. A trimming of lace will hide 
Imperfections round the neck and very 
narrow, soft ribbon may be added In 
the hair. 

For using up odd lengths of ribbon 
about half an Inch wide there are few 
things more convenient than Is the 
letter or card holder. A piece of very 
firm cardboard Is required for the 
foundation. If this Is not at hand. pos> 
slbly two thinner pieces are to be 
had.

In America the smart 
set is imitating the Eng- 
lish. 

It is rather difficult to 
know what is the aim of 
the smart set anywhere. 
I suppose they want to 
enjoy themselves. They 
must do something, and 
that is the least tire- 
some thing they can do. They are not idle; no, you can't call them that; 
they are just rich. Personally, to me, the young man who has nothing 
to do but shoot and ride, and go in for athletics, don't you know, is not 
interesting. He articulates nothing, he avoids thinking so viciously. 

But society is not necessarily wicked? It is worse than that; I am 
gfraid it is stupid. My principal commandment is, "Thou shalt not be 
dull." You can't always live up to it, but at least cultivate the idea as 
much as possible. 

Society in America is not based on a peerage, but upon a greed for 
power. 

Money opens any door, anywhere in the world. Society with the 
biggest S is a society with the biggest purse. Since the middle classes 
have become so rich in England there is really no objection to them. 
There never ought to have been at any time, I suppose, but, now that they 
can buy automobiles, and carriages, and town houses, and shooting boxes, 
and all that sort of thing, they mingle with the smurt set quite inoffen- 
sively. 

Social ambition is only another means to get rich. The interesting 
difference between English society and American society is its complete 
reversal of incentive. In England the man annihilates his past if he 
can, by seeking a title that will excuse it in the eyes of the smart world. 
In America Ihcre is no significance to anything but a fortune, an elastic 
ever devouring instinct for power. The millionaire must go on till he is 
a billionaire, or be swept off his feet. He can't escape, and he has be- 
gun his struggle for power; and, of course, in this tremendous fight for 
supremacy in business the human elements of his life become dwarfed, 
yet threatening his peace of mind at any moment. 

In the rush for power, in the fearful absorption of the millionaire's 
struggle to keep on his feet, he neglects his wife. I have seen her type 
in l'aris. She is alone, she married excusably enough no doubt for ideals 
that all his money cannot supply. He is not lacking in them, nor did he 
intend to avoid them, but what time is there for love, for human consider- 
ation, in a great fight for power? 

Well, she is young, pretty, rich and alone. She flirts a little, per- 
haps: why not? The American woman is tho least 
of all dullards, and she finds a painter, or a singer, or 
something or other who falls in love with her and she 
reciprocates. Suddenly the big man, in the midst of 
his many battles, hears of it. droj>s everything and 
he rushes to Paris. Hut it is too late. 

The human problem confronts him, and t hat 
is the crisis di American society.

A Double Bag. 
extra thick, that when It Is 
In use It is firm enough to stand up 
right upon a table. This adds greatly 
to Its general convenience. 

To make the bag. fold nine Inches 
of the ribbon over at each end towards 
the center Take a needle threaded 
with ellk to match the edge color and 
sew the sides of the ribbons together 
for a distance or sis Inches and a half, 
starting from the fold at each end. 
There will, of course, be four seams 
In all These make the two divisions 
of our double bag The few inches of 
ribbon that are left free must be fold 
ed In so as to form two hems, each 
nearly two Inches and three-quarters 
Id leDglh and having a half Inch wide 
easing In each to hold the draw- 
strings of half Inch ribbon of some 
suitable color These strings are run 
through the casing In the ordinary 
way. the beading of tho bag being 
considered as If there were nothing 
at all uncommon about It. The rib- 
bon should be tied together at the 
ends Into a crisp bow, which can be 
held In place with a few stitches bid 
den away In the center.

Turn up the ribbon beyond the bottom 
of this small pocket, and. sfter hem- 
ming tbe cut end. oversew the sides 
together to make the larger pocket.

The upper edge should 
set about an inch below tbe top of 
the shallower porket already made.

I have alwaya let 
my beea do the extracting— that l«. any 
unfinished aertlona which I reserved 
for nest season's baltrnrnba I act out 
fo» the (»«•» t.> help themselves This 
Is an can) way to get these sections 
cleaned out; but It has the disadvan- 
tage that the colonies that don't need 
any feeding get It all. or nearly all, 
while those that are sorely In need of 
■tores get very little If any. 

We may take I* for granted that no 
bee keener would even think of ex- 
tracting flulshed sections, or even such 
unfinished sections aa could be profit- 
ably disposed of as chunk honey, or 
used otherwise to advantage. Rut 
aonie seasons produce a certain kind 
of unfinished eectlona that aeemcd to 
be made for the extrarmr According 
tn the pecullarltlea of different sea- 
sons hooey-flows, we have two distinct 
types of unfinished sections. One kind 
Is partly btdlt out. some not larger 
than the Inside of a hand, but all 
drawn out. filled with honey, and every 
cell capped over, while the other It 
• II built and drawn out. Oiled more 
or less with honey, but little. If any, 
capped. The past season produced In 
this locality, with the eircptlon of 
very little finished boney (where bait 
combe had been aupplled) the latter 
kind 

During the five daya of whlteclover 
boney flow, laatlng from the 26th until 
the :10th of June, honey was gathered 
In sm h quantities that the comb 
bulldeia had all they could do to fur- 
nish storage for the Incoming nectar ; 
gnd when the combs were built and 
drawn out they were also filled with 
h.'M \ i •! "it r« a.t\ tn be capped 
Just then the honey flow ceased; and 
■o complete was the following failure 
that not the leaat progress waa made 
In sex- 1 ions for the remainder of the 
eeason. although enough was gathered 
most of the time for beea to live on 
and to store a little in the brood cham- 
ber This explains why the largest 
■hare of our crop consisted of Juat 
•uch unfinished sections as could be 
extracted with very little trouble; 
and aa extracted honey was so very 
araree, the little that those aectlons 
contained looked big In my eyea. whlcb 
Induced me to try the extractor. 

As I said before. 1 hud no conveni- 
ent way to extract eectlona; but being 
■nxlout to try the experiment, a few 
mlnutea' work eolved the problem. 

The accompanying drawing. Fig. 1. 
repreaenta a little adjustable ahelf 
that la auspended by wire hooka Into 
the upper part of the extractor baaket. 
aa shown at Fig. 2. It ie made of half- 
Inch lumber and flte loosely Into the 
comb-basket. The dotted lines show 
the position of the wlrca on the under 
aide of the ebelf. where they are 
fastened by two little ataplea clinched 
above. The ahelf Bhould not be hung 
too low. if the sections project above 
the baaket enough for a hold. It will 
make It all the more convenient. If 
we use the precaution of reversing 
the basket «wlce. or, In other words. 
If we reverse the basket after part of 
tbe contents le thrown out from one 
aide by moderate speed. In-fore trying 
to make a clean sweep, It Is almost I in 
poaslble to detach the combs from the 
wood or even bend them out of shape. 
If they are reasonably fastened to the 



It eeema chararterletlc or mam/ 
of our successful poultry plants that 
their beglunlnge were not attended 
with magnificence. The original build- 
ings were not fine examples of poultry 
architecture. The owners did not 
deem them fit to llluatrato their first 
annual catalogues, nut these plants 
have developed Into our now success- 
ful poultry farms. In the yards of 
many a fancier with a national repu- 
tation one can find houses of a type 
that hnve never been |>ortrayed In our 
Journals as admirable. They arw fre- 
quently "made overt" from tome un- 
used building or some old pleeee of 
scrap lumber thrown togethet and 
made habitable by tho uao of tar 
paper and rags Yet these houses 
sufficed to shelter the towls placed 
therein, and what the breeder larked 
In comfortable quarters he made up 
In painstaking care As time passed 
and profit was made many of theso 
houses have been abandoned or re- 
constructed, but some are left and 
on almost every poultry farm are still 
In use. staudlng as a proof that ex- 
pensive houses and fixtures are not 
requisites of a good beginning In 
poultry culture. Nowhere do we And 
as up to-date. well constructed, even 
elegant poultry bouses as on the 
abandoned plant, where money waa 
apparently not lacking when tho 
original buildings were erected. 

Poultry houaes are eo frequently 
portrayed with elaborate descrlptlona 
of the roosts, nesting boxes, feed 
troughs, grit and beef ecrap recept- 
acles, that one may forget that a 
house is only eo much room enclosed 
within tight walls, merely eo much 
apace, protected froui the element a, 
says the Northwestern Agriculturist. 
Economy Is usually aasoclated In our 
minds with Inconvenience. The per- 
son desiring to build cheap poultry 
housea mutt ex|>ect to do without 
poultry bouse luxuries Our best 
styles of bouses consider the comfort 
of both the fowls and attendants, but 
our cheap bouses 'consider only that 
of the fowls, aad leave that of the at- 
tendant to take rare of Itself. All this 
Is not Intended to argue that poor 
houses are superior to good ones, 
but le offered to show that be- 
ginnings need not be elegant or even 
apparently auspicious.

Uae of Narcotlee Spreade Faster Than 
Any Other Vice. 

The narcotic habit le spreading 
faster than any other vice, aud unlesa 
Its Insidious march can bo checked It 
will not be long before It will outstrip 
whisky and gambling combined in the 
number of Its victims," says James 
Forbes, chief of the bureau of mendl- 
cany of the Charity Organlxation eo- 
clty of New York. 

"Opium, morphine and cocaine to- 
day have nearly 60,000 abject slaves 
In New York city alone. There must 
be several tlmoa as many more who 
are at yet comparative beglnnere — ■ 
those who are dallying with these 
drugs, taking their first ttept along 
tbe poppy path that ends in the pot- 
ter'e field. 

"Tbe dope habit" la an evil that hae 
liernieuted through every class of so 
clety, except, perbapa. that which 
earns Its bread by manual labor, and 
It Is beginning to muke Its inroada on 
that.

TEMPERANCE TEACHING. 

Schools In India to Give Special Irv 
etruction to the Children. 

Aa a reault of the wide-spread Inter- 
eel recently aroused In India tn regard 
to tbe drink evil found to be largely 
on the Increase, especially among the 
native population, an order has been 
Issued by the director of public In 
structlon for the I'nltod Provinces of | 
Agra and Oude, directing that teach- 
ers and public Instructors devote spe- 
cial attention to the teaching of tem- 
perance and effectively point out to 
scholars the physical and moral evils 
arising from the use of alcoholic drink. 
Inspectors of public Instruction are 
enjoined to sec that the subject Is 
given due consideration by the pro- 
fessional staff of teachers and that 
the teaching Is not given In a perfunc- 
tory manner. 

In taking this step, tbe authorities 
are taking a wise im ihoil of combat- 
ting an evil whose growth is so dee- 
Btructlve, since the real hope of future 
betterment lies in training the coming 
generations to abataiu from alcoholic 
drink on reasonable and scientific 
principles. The experience of all 
countries where this course hat been 
taken points to Its effectiveness In pro- 
moting habits of health and sobriety, 
not only among the children affected 
by tbe teaching, but In tbe 
from which they come. 



Aa the result of a legal action taken 
recently at Salnte Genevieve, Mo , ten 
saloons have been forced to close, and 
for the first time in 172 years the 
town Is "dry." 8te. Oenevleve was 
founded In 1735. and since Its found 
ing. drinking places, in spite of re- 
pealed efforts of tbe temperance 
forcea, have never been effectual., 
closed until the present time. 



Prohibition Advance in Finland. 

At the flrst meeting of the new 
popular assembly of Finland, which 
Is now In session, the prohibition of 
the sale and manufacture of liquor 
will be considered. As a majority of 
tbe body. 19 of whom are women, are 
pledged for prohibition, the passage 
of the prohibition measure seeius as- 
sured.

over his bed. anywhere, everywhere, 
so he could not fail to see It: AS 
THE TEACHER 18 SO WILL THE 
SCHOOL BE. So long as the teal 
of the teacher does not flag the pu- 
pils are not likely to lose Interest. 
But let the spirit of the teacher 
droop for an Instant and the whole 
school patches It If he atretche* 
the school yawns. It Is not so much 
a question of how to keep the school 
Interested as how to keep one's own 
Interest from waning. 

We all need spurring up occasion 
ally. No matter how mettlesome your 
steed is If you keep him going at a 
good strong gait for many days he 
will finally begin to lag and will 
have to be touched up. Who shall 
spur the district achool teacher when 
he begins to lag? There Is no prin- 
cipal to keep an eye on him as In 
the case of the city school teacher. 
The County Superintendent with his 
one visit a year is too remote; we can 
take many a nap without his catching 
us. The school directors pay little, 
if any, attention and would hardly 
dare prod us If they knew we needed 
It Our patrons will not spur us. Evi- 
dently we must urge ourselves on. 
Whatever spurring we get must be 
self-inflicted. The attention is called 
to a list of spurs. 

Spur one. count the days. The 
Psalmist said, "So teach us to num- 
ber our days that we may apply our 
hearts unto wisdom." At the begin- 
ning of the term we make our plans 
as large as possible and as the days 
go by we shall find the time all too 
short to accomplish what we desire. 
Also as we become acquainted with 
our pupils we discover their needs 
and add to our original plans. We 
need now every single day, used to 
the utmost in order to do the work 
that is pressing to be done. If our 
term is six months we have one hun- 
dred and twenty days. As one after 
another slips away we should count 
the remaining ones Jealously and part 
with each one as reluctantly as a mis- 
er from his dollars. 

Spur two, measure what remains by 
what has been done In reviewing 
the past we can see that many diffi- 
culties were encountered that had not 
been foreseen. Various uneipected 
hindrances Impeded our progress. We 
may count upon it that such wlil be 
the case to the end. A certain man 
was adjudged insane because he 
l>osed he could build a house for 
the contarctors told him It would cost.

By such spurs as these the teacher 
must keep himself up to his best ef- 
forts. 

2. KEEPING A BRAVE FRONT. It 
is never wise to reveal discouragement 
or disappointment Many a general 
haa saved himself from crushing de- 
feat by a good showing in front. Dis- 
appointments and discouragements are 
certain to come but we need tot 
brood over them nor talk about them. 
Some teachers lie awake nlghta wor- 
rying over their difficulties. It does 
no good whatever, but much harm be- 
cause it robs one of greatly needed 
rest and so unfits him for next day's 
duties. 

A better plan than worrying la af- 
ter the work of the day la over to 
review It carefully passing honest 
Judgment upon ewry act and taking 
tue full share of blame where things 
went wrong. We should not hesitate 
to acknowledge to ourselves our mls- 
tak<s »nd Bhoulder whatever blame 
attaches to them. Having acknowl- 
edged them we will avoid like ones 
in the future. If we do not thus re- 
flect upon our experiences and deal 
honestly with ourselvea we shall not 
profit by them. If there are any dif- 
ficult matters pending we should 
think them over carefully and decide 
upon a course of action. Having thus 
done we may dismiss the whole mat- 
ter and sleep soundly. This will 
give us new courage and new strength 
to go forward next day. 

Ordinarily when some one asks us 
how we are getting on he does not 
expect us to pour a tale of woe Into 
his ears. His question was a mere 
commonplace greeting like "how-do- 
you-do" and only requires such an an- 
swer as "very well' or "bo-bo." Peo- 
ple are always ready to listen to 
something bright and cheering but 
they do not care to hear walls and 
complaints. As the old saying Is they 
have troubles enough of their own 
Particularly must we not complain to 
some gossipy listener of any of our 
patrons even tho we may think they 
have treated us badly. If there Is any 
such difference we should go to them 
ourselves and straighten it out if pos- 
sible. 

Neither will It pay If we have re- 
bellloua or unruly pupUa to discuss 
them with the neighbors. If we need 
advice we should not hesitate to ask 
it of some wise person who has had 
more experience than we and who will 
not take advantage of our confidence 
to do us hurt. Or If matters are un- 
endurable we may go to the directors 
and lay our troubles before them. It

Do not be satisfied until you Tiave 
the very best grade of stock for your 
section. If you are in the beef busi- 
ness. Keep only beef types. 

If you want milk and butter for the 
home, keep a dairy grade that does 
not fatten up when you feed for ex- 
tra milk. 

Mix the feed. A cow will not pros- 
per on corn alone any more than a 
person will. Milking at a regular President Jam 
time is as important as is our dinner. College. Th 
The milk in a cow's udder flows at 
regular times the same as hunger 

Above all, do not expect a cow to 
stay out In the cold all winter and 
then give milk enough to pay for her 
feed. The strength from the food is 
all required to keep the cow from 
freezing. This Is not only cruel to 
the cow. but money out of your 
eta COUNT THE COST and 
will shelter your cattle.

In Guthrie, 
down near the Tennessee line, J. M. 

Aade and hla two eons, who had not 
,iooled their tobacco, were given forty 
eight hours to leave town, and were 
lieaten with sticks by four masked 
men. In Christian County, too. a 
man was beaten by masked riders. 
This man was a buyer. The men 
threatened to hang him If he ever re- 
turned to that part of the country. 

Fire has also been used. In Shelby 
County a band of masked riders left 
a torch for a warning In front of a 
barn, the owner of which had not 
pooled his crop, in Davleaa County, 
where the trouble has been niost 
acute, two barns were burned. One 
barn In which some Equity tobacco 
waa stored was burned In Owen Coun- 
ty 

It is a pity that the offlclala are un- 
able or afraid to stop these outrages 
It makes no difference whether «r 
not the Equity Society men are right 
—burning barna, beating men, and 
otherwise acting like thlevee and brig-

LOUISVILLE WALKS AGAIN 

SECOND STREET CAR STRIKE IN 
SEVEN MONTHS. 

Partial Service Furnished Without 
Much Disorder — Hundreds of 
Strike-Breakers Arrive. 

Louisville, Ky. — For the second 
time In seven months loulavllle 
Is suffering from a atreet car strike, 
the R50 union employes of the 
Louisville Hallway company having 
walked out early Friday morning. 

The first day of the strike, however, 
was not marked by anything ap- 
proaching the disorder that attended 
the strike last April, and when the 
partial service furnished during the 
day was discontinued at nightfall only 
20 arrests had been made, virtually all 
of them for "disorderly conduct." 
which charge covered mainly the 
throwing of an occasional brick or 
jeering al the nonunion men. 

The company operatea. on a normal 
basis, between 600 and 700 cars. It 
waa announced by the officials that 
when service was suspended Friday 
evening they had 40 cars running. 
Only about a doxen cars were run dur- 
ing the momlng. and only a few pas 
sengers were carried during the dky. 
The service was suspended in order to 
give the police a rest, the entire force 
having been on duty for over 24 hours. 

Five hundred strike-breakers v 
rived during ihe day from Chicago 
and lndlanapolla, and 200 more were 
expected. Adding to theae the 200 
nonunion employes who did not go 
out, the company officials claim they 
h»ve almost a full force and will give 
practically a normal service. The 
strikers claim to have won over a 
number of nonunion men during the 
day All talk of mediation or concilia 
tlon has been abandoned and the af- 
fair Is regarded aa a flnlxh fight by 
the public as well aa by the strikers 
and company officials.

Colorado Attorney General Attacks an 
Alleged Combine. 

Denver, Col —Attorney General Wil- 
liam H Dixon began an action under 
the common law In the Denver diatrlct 
court Thursday with a view to break- 
ing up the so-called grocers' trusL op 
crating In Colorado. 

The Retail Merchants' Association 
of Colorado and Ita branches In 63 
cities and towns of the state, the Den- 
ver Jobbers' association, the Denver 
Retail Grocers' association and about 
20 Jobbera are named aa defendants 
and Injunctions are sought to restrain 
hem from arbitrating, from fixing 
prices and from refusing to sell sup- 
plies to retail grocers unless they 
charge the prices fixed by the alleged 
trust. The complaint alleges that the 
prices of foodstuffs have been main- 
tained 20 per cent, higher than they 
would have been If ther* had boon no 
trust. 



Georgetown, Ky.— The prosecution 
In the Powers cane answered ready at 
the opening of court Powers' attor- 
ney, W. C. Owena. handing to Judge 
Morris the pardon issued to Powers 
by W. S. Taylor while he was govern- 
or, aald: "We wish to offer ft plea In 
abatement" The noted paper was then 
pasted over to the attorneys for the 
caramo.'iwpallh for examination. The 
pardon waa found on Powers when he 
was arrested at Lexington In April, 
1909, while trying to escape from 
Frankfort In soldiers' clothes. This 
pardon lias been offered at every trial 
and the courts have held that Taylor 
was not governor, defacto or dejure, at 
the time, because his right to the seat 
was under contest. 

Judge Morris overruled the motion. 
The defense, however, scored a point 
In securing admission to make avow- 
al of the pardon, thus getting that doc- 
ument In the records over the emphat 
Ic objection of the prosecution, which 
was allowed to give exceptions.
